GEARHART, Ore., Sept. 26— 
(INS)—Sen. Robert A. Taft, Re 
publican, Ohio, Friday night 
pledged the GOP Congress to ac- 
tion next year on a “sound Re- 
publican program” of public wel- 
fare aid ultimately costing one 
billion dollars a year. 

This was the GOP presidential 
contender’s answer to Democratic 
charges that the Republicans 
failed to provide social welfare 
legislation in the last session of 
Congress. 

Taft, in a prepared speech be- 
fore the Republican Club of Ore- 
gon, said the role of the Federal 
Government should be to provide 
a “floor under essential needs,” 
He cited old age and children’s 
aid, unemployment compensation, 
health, education and housing as 
fields to be covered. He declared: 

“Tl think it can be far more 
effective and more practical than 
anything the New Deal has done. 
I think it can be developed with- 
in the principles of freedom and 
American Government, instead of 
adopting the principles of a totali- 
tarian state.” 

Taft said the whole program in 
the end may “add to the expense 
of Government by a billion dol- 
lars a year.” He viewed this as 
not excessive in a permanent to- 
tal budget of 30 billion dollars 
a year.

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Mr. Vishinsky Fizzes Again 


Soviet Vice Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky, chief of his country’s delegation 
to the United Nations General Assembly, 
called a press conference yesterday after- 
noon to renew his charges of “warmonger- 
ing” against the United States. It was 
the second press conference ever called by 
the head of a Soviet delegation, the first 
being in November, 1945, when Molotov 
disrupted {ne London Conference of For- 
eign Ministers. 

Mr. Vishinsky’s hour-long tirade on 
yesterday was nothing more than a re- 
hash and an extension of his vicious attack 
before the General Assembly 10 days ago 
in retort to Sec. Marshall’s speech. He 
‘added a few names to his black list and 
«seemed to take particular delight in casti- 
gating John Foster Dulles, Republican 
member of the United States delegation. 

It would seem that the Russians, aware 


of the strong probability of defeat on the © 


major issues of cleavage between them- 
selves and the United States, are resort- 
ing to vituperation as a consolation. Even 
though there is no indication that Russia 
is remotely considering withdrawing from 
the UN, there is ample evidence that Mr. 


Vishinsky does not relish an imminent 
showdown in the: Assembly on the basic 
bone of contention between the two coun- 
tries. 

This showdown is scheduled to come 
when a United States resolution, intro- 
duced into the Political Committee Thurs- 
day, comes up for a vote. It is a strongly 
worded resolution holding Bulgaria, Yugo- 
slavia and Albania, the Soviet’s Balkan 
satellites, guilty of supporting guerrillas 
fighting the Greek Government. Undér 
its terms a cease and desist order would 
be issued to the three Governments and a 
UN commission established to report on 
their compliance. 

The Balkan crisis is the crux of the 
entire Soviet-United States political dis- 
pute. If Russia wins, her expansion will 
go on and on; if the United States wins 
the Sovijet will be checked, temporarily at 
least. The probability that the United 
States resolution will be accepted and So- 
viet plans disrupted is what irritates Mr. 
Vishinsky.

Debts at an All-Time High 


Although the country is in the midst 
of unprecedented prosperity, with em- 
ployment and incomes, including farmers’ 
incomes, at an all-time high, there are 
warnings that it may not long be thus if 
the economic course follows its usual 
pattern. 

For example, the Institute of Life In- 
surance the other day relegsed figures 
showing Americans have run ‘up personal 
debts to the amount of $45,000,000,000, or 
about $5,000,000,000 higher than the peak 
reached shortly before the disastrous 
crash of 1929. P 

Moreover, the Institute reveals that 
$11,000,000,000, or about 25 percent, of this 
staggering debt has been incurred within 
the past 18 months. And figures furnished 
by the Federal Reserve Board were cited 
showing that one-fourth of the nation’s 
families lived beyond their incomes last 
year, making up the deficit either by bor-

rowing or by going into past savings. 

Though it is not likely that either 
prices or incomes will in the future reach 
the lowest levels of the past, and there- 
fore a higher indebtedness probably can 
be sustained without grave danger, it is 
somewhat anomalous that personal debts 
should have risen so rapidly in abnor- 
mally prosperous times. 

Furthermore, encouragement will be 
given to even greater indebtedness when 
Goverriment credit controls are removed 
on Nov. 1. 

In these days -of a ‘plentiful supply of 
money, it is comparatively easy for indi- 
viduals to incur indebtedness out of pro- 
portion to,their earnings. But should the 
anticipated recession develop and incomes 
suffer accordingly, injudicious use of 
credit will react to the discomfiture of 
the individuals concerned as well as affect 
the entire economic system.

Entering 
A New Price Era? 


WASHINGTON—It may well be, as some of 
the economists profess to believe, that we are 
moving permanently into a new era of higher 


_ prices, with little prospects of ever returning to the conditions 


which we knew as normal before the late war. ¥ 

Several competent sources have expressed this opinion. One 
of the latest is Sen. Sparkman, of Alabama, a member of the Con- 
gressional Committee which has been investigating high living 
costs in a number of American cities. 

After hearing much testimony on the subject, the Alabama Sen- 
ator, a former Democratic whip of the Lower House, has made 
this statement: 

“As long as we have a national debt of $257,000,000,000, on 
which the annual interest alone is more than $5,000,000, we are 
going to have high taxes, and with them high income and high 
prices. The four elements go together. We have simply entered 
a new day.” 


: That is not to say that some adjustments will 
Adjustments not have to be made. Many prices are out of 
line. The cost of foodstuffs, for example, has risen much greater 
than durable goods items. Steak and butter, at better than 90 
cents per pound, is more than double what they were before 
the war. 

Automobiles and frigidaires, by way of contrast, have not 
increased in price at the same ratio. 

But the point of it is, as a lot of economists see -it, that we 
will never get back to the more comfortable days of 1939,: when 
a dollar would still purchase a sizable chunk of groceries. 

Only another severe depression could force prices back to their 
former levels. But most everyone has now given up the idea 
that we will have a depression. 

That is another way of saying that we have moved into @ 
new era of higher prices. Too many items entering into the high- 
price situation are becoming fixed. They include wages, trans 


portation costs and Government costs. 

No person now living, for example, will ever 
Good Old Days see the day when Government costs will re 
turn to the modest scale they were before the depression in 1929, 
The interest on the national debt today is as much as the whole 
cost of Government was at that time. We will be a long time 
working that off. 

By the same token, labor, which is now paid a dollar an hour, 
will never consent to going back to the old wage levels. It was 
not so many years ago that a dollar a day was the standard wage 
for some classes of labor. 

What has happened in the wage scale is somewhat typical of 
the general change that has come over our economic structure.. 
Over the years we have passed through a series of ever-increasing 
price spirals. We seem to be going through another cycle now.
